1869.-1870. 

"With hoary bead and hobbling gait 
old Bigbtocn-bundrod and sixty. nine 
has just disappeared in the illimitable 
gulf of the eternal past, and Winter 
onco more encloses the dead Summer 
in its mantlo of' snow, as in a shroud.. 
Standing, as wo do, upon tho ridge 



whiob divides tho old year and tho now 
—the past and iho futnro— it is natural, 
and it should be profitable, to indulge 
in a little rotrospectivo reflection. Al- 
though not marked by uny very start- 
ling event, tho year whoso sands have 
just run oat will probably bo found here- 
uftor to have projected its influences 
as far into futurity as any of its pre- 
decessors. It was most fitting that tho 
year whioh complotod the century of 
steam should bo distinguished by tho 
greatest triumph of tho steam •engine, 
and thero is, perhaps, no event bettor 
calculated to impart prominenco to the 
recoding yenr than the successful com- 
pletion of that marvellous enterprise 
which has united tho two great oceans, 
and brought New York au<l San Fran- 
oisoo within six days' easy travel of ouch 
other. In fitting association with this 
great achievement stands tun t of unit- 
ing the two continents by meaus of tho 
.Franco-American telegraphic cable. 
Scarcely second to tbeso, in point of 
possible commercial results, muy he re- 
garded the Suez Canal, which has just, 
been succobBfully opened. Passing from 
the triumph of mind over mattor-of 
science over timo and spuce, the past year 
will be found not to have been altogether 
barren of politico-religious incident. 
True, the domon of war has for tho 
most part slept. With tho exception of 
the aimless and apparently endless 
struggle in Cuba, the BWOrd muy be 
said to havo rested in tho scabbard, 
savo in those novor-at*peace South 
American Republics. Old Spain may 
still be considered in a stato of political 
unrest yet tbo Provisional Govern- 
ment has so far boon successful in avert* 
ing nbsoluto disorganization and revo- 
lution. France has passod through 
another crisis, and it is causo of thank- 
fulness that she has passed through it 
unscathed. Whilo tho life of Napoleon 
was presumed to bo trembliug in the 
balance, tho nation appeared to be os- 
cilating on tbo verge of revolution ; but 
with the rocovory of the formor ap- 
pears to havo returned tho roassurance 
of tho latter. ' Order, I can answor 
j or — help me, Mossiours, to seouro lib-j 
erty !' Such are now iho Btriking words 
of a remarkable man — words which 
indicate at onco the strength and tho 
weakness of Napoleon's Empire. Too 
other European Powers are mach as 
the year found them. Our own groat 
nation continuoa to enjoy peaco and 
prosperity. Although Irish discontent 
has not boon wholly eradicated, yet tho 
root of the disorder is being effectively 
grappled with; and if Gladstouo should 
provo as successful in dealing with agra- 
rian as ho has with ecclesiastical 
disorders, Ireland will soon become in 
reality, as she haB long been nominally, 
an integral part of the British Empire. 
Tho new colonial policy of the Empire 
has become the occasion of much (lis* 
cusBion.and has ovoked severe com- 
ment. Although unable to defond the 
uoruotherly treatment NowZsaland ba,s 
experienced, and although wo cannot 
disguise from ourselves a heartlpsinoss 
and a harshness pormeating some of 
Lord Granville's dispatches, yet thoro 
is, perhaps, roason to hopo that as the 
now Colonial policy develops itself, and 
becomes better understood, it will loso 
muoh of what now appears so repug- 
nant to the colonists. Certain it Is that 
tho great principle of confederating and 
consolidating the Colonial Empire will 
commend itself to all; and we aro not 
■without hopeful indications that tho 
home mind is boing gradually brought to 
realize tho true value and age ot tho 
colonies, in the light of their bearing 
upon tho important and perplexing 
eubject of overpopulation. Tho dire 
rcoults of tho diHesiaOliahment of tho 
Irish Church, so freely predicted by 
an interested hierarchy, have not been 
in any measure realized. On tho con- 
trary, Uoth parties in Ireland have 
' evinced a dispositiou to accept the ohtuigo 
and adapt thomselvoa to tho new condi- 
tion of things with a ready cheerful- 
ness and good sense scarcely hoped for 
by tho most ardent and sanguine pro- 
moters of tho measure. Profound 
thinkers now regard tho disestablish- 
ment of tho Irish' Ciiu'ch as tho first 
stop towards i lie general »disendowment 
of religion, and tho universal recogni- 
tion of what is called tho ' vo.'uuiary 
principle,^ the only principle adapted to 
a free people of mixed religious belie" 
But it is in tho 'Eternal City ' that is 
being enacted u religious pantomime (if 
we may venturo bo to designate it) 
which must constiat'e tho most prom- 
inent religious featuro of tho yoar. The 
spcctaclo of tho Pope, followed by 700 
Bishops, walking in solemn procession 
to tho hall of the great, Council, amid tho 
ringiog of hells and tho thundering ol 
cannon Irom St Augelo and Aluunt 
Aventiuo, and burrounded with coro- 
mony and ciicumstanco beyond anything 
ever witnos^ed during tho present cen- 
tury, will doubtless be, to all who wit- 
nessod it, tho event of tho yoar, if not 
of the hlo. The practical results (if 
any) of tho Ecumenical Council now 
•ilting in Homo are still in the womb of 
futurity, and ueod not form tho subject 
of speculation hero. 

"And Death himself, tint oaawoleBH dun.

The orator, whose all-persuading tongue 
Had raov'd tho nation with reelatless away," 

France i has lost her Berroyer. Our 
own nation has lost a Stanley, a Gros- 
venor, and, in all probability, a North> 
coto, whilo she unites with America in 
mourning tho los^ of a Poabody, Am« 
orica, too, pointB mournfully to tho 
blanks created by tho death of a Stan- 
tou and a liaymond. Coming homo to 
our own little colony, British Columbia 
has boen called upon to mourn tho 
death of a Governor, and of more than 
one valued citizen. To confino the 
view to what moro nearly coucorns us, 
tho political results of tho past year 
can hardly bo said to havo been satis- 
factory. Confederation has not made 
that decided progress eithor eastward 
or westward which many wero led to 
expect, and tho year leaves tho boun* 
duries of tho Dominion just whore it 
found them. True, Nova Scotia dis- 
content exists only in history, and it 
but remains to perform tho ceremony 
of handing over tho groat .Northwest 
Territory. True it is also that British 
Columbia, 1'lcea ripo apple, is ready to 
drop into the hip of tho now empire; 
but it is left to the year upon which 
we aro onteiing, pos-ibly to it* succosx 
sors, to extend tho bouridarios of tho 
Dominion to their ultimato limit-. To 
Canada the year has proved one of 
measurable success ; and not tbo least 
important and agreeable of its incidents 
will havo beon the visit of Prince Ar 
thur. Coming still nearer homo, tho 
past year has not been one of marked 
prosperity lor British Columbia ; yet 
abundant causo do wo find for gratitude. 
Whilo other parts of the world havo 
been visited by sword, pestilence, famine, 
earthquake, firo and flood, wo have en:* 
joyed remarkable immunity frjra all 
culamity. Our population has boon 
healthy, our harvest abundan'; and if 
the ) iold of our mines has fallen 
somewhat below tho average thero is 
abundant consolation in the fact of in- 
creased individual wellbeing and the 
germs of permauent colonial prosperity. 
To 1870 it must bo left to devolopo the 
practical results of tho.-io politioal 
changes which havo distinguished tho 
past year. And now, having buried 
the past, turn we hopefully to the future. 
Having scrambled up to tho verge of 
another year, who is not wistful to 
peer into tho f'uturo, oven boyond 
the possibilities ol human proecionoo ? 
Vet who, if he woro endowed with tho 
power of seeing to the end of 1870 us 
distinctly as ho can look back to tho 
beginning of 1869, would not tromble 
to interrogate so distant a futuro? 
Happily for us, wo havo just prevision 
enough to enable prudence to udvanco 
— not^cnough to paralyzj our will. To 
the extent that wo can soo into tho fiu 
ture, there are good practical reasons for 
our taking pains to see— beyond that 
very short distanco foreknowledge 
would kill our best motives. Wo can 
soo an obligation from tho vantage 
ground of It jour dc V an much hotter 
than we can forsoo events. What wo 
ought to do is much clearer than what 
is about CO nn PT >«a. Yet, when we havo 
toilingly surmounted tho i'.a s „ r u | on g 
and, perhaps, wearisome ascent, u 
natural that wo should cast an cage' 1 
look over tho 'promised land' and note, 
as best we may, the outlines of tho 
landscape That done, wo resume our 
inarch, giving duo heed to the duties of 
the hour. But those forocasts soldom 
help us much, whether as individuals or 
as nations, in choosing tho right road; 
and we find that a daily adaptation of 
our duties to our position i3 tho surest 
end safest way to prosperity aud hap- 
piness. The fairest prospects, wo all 
know, aro liable to be suddenly over- 
clouded. For aught that we can toll, 
tho incident which wdl reverse all our 
anticipations may bo occurring at this 
[nomoii'. How truo is it that 

'Thoro is a providence that shapes our ends, 
Rough how them how wo may". 

But, although each year defies au- 
gury y subject to unforsoon agoneies 
and influences, cverythiuj in the com- 
pass of 1S70 wears, from our outlook, 
a hue of promise and hopo to British 
Columbia, and enables us, with less 
faltering than usual, to extend to our 
fellow coloniHs the accustomed greo ting 
of — 'A HaPPT New Yeae.'
